Prisoner, contemptuously — ‘ Oh, | 
don’t put on so much style with that 
trigger.” 

Perter having again questioned the 
prisoner as to his pistol practice prior 
to the shooting, the latter turned to 
to the Court and said: Your Honor, 
I wart to know if it is necessary for 
Judge Porter to go through this busi- 
ness again. I don't see the pertinency 
of this kind of talk at all, and I ask 


protection of the Ceurt. If you have 
any new question to solve, I am will- 
ing. I object to going over this ground 
again. If vou have any new ideas 
you want to show and elucidate, I 
will assist you.” 

Porter then called prisoner's atten- 
tion to the fact that he had made 
arrangements to go to jail, and asked 
why he had done so. Prisoner—I was 
afraid of being mobbed before I could 
explain my views to the people. They 
would say I was a disappointed office 
seeker, and would hang me up. That 
was the only possible motive they 
could conceive. 

Porter then asked some questions as 
to the occurrence on the 18th of June, 
when the prisoner refrained from 
shooting the President on account of 
Mrs. Garfield's presence, and finally 
asked, “If Mrs. Garfield had been 
with the President on July 2nd would 
you have shot him.” 

„No; I should not have shot him in 
her presence. I did not know what 
effect it might have on her. 

Q.—Then it depended entirely on 
your will? 

A.—It depended on whether I had 
a suitable opportunity, 


BRAZEN IMPUDENCE. 


Porter asked why he would not 
have shot in Mrs. Garfield’s presence.

to all that he never bad a single senti- 
ment of remorse. During this cross- 
examination he has said a dozen times 
to Judge Porter's terrible questions 
that his mind was a blank upon this 
subject. To all the experts who have 
called upon him during these weeks 
he has insisted with gleeful pertinaci- 
ty that a thought of remorse never 
came to his mind. 

Judge Porter made it clear that 
Guiteau was able to control the Divine 
presence on the day Mrs. Garfield came 
to the depot with the President, and 


1 — this fact, which has such 


an im t bearing upon the ques- 
tion of responsibility. The cross-ex- 
aminatjon was eminently successful. 
It lifted the mask, showed the plot to 
murder the President was premeditat- 
ed, deliberate and the result of mal- 
ice and revenge. The prisoner felt it 
keenly. Porter broke down the won- 
derful, quick,and supple witness. 


To-day’s Proceedings. 


Emory A. Storrs, Chicago, knew 
Guiteau in that city by sight as a 
young lawyer. Saw -him perhaps a 
dozen times at the National Republi- 
can rooms, New York. During the 
last Presidential campaign the prisoner 
came up to him gleetully and patting 
him on the shoulder, said: ** You are 
on the right track.” 

Witness never saw Guiteau doing 
anything at the Committee rooms, 
other than reading papers. In April 
saw prisoner at Washington; he said 
he was going to have the Austrian 
Mission. Witness told him the place 
was an important one, and in Blaine’s 
line, and that he (Blaine) was a know- 
ing politician. Prisoner replied he 
was solid with Blaine. Witness’ im- 
pression was Guiteau had an illy bal- 
anced mind. In common parlancs, he 
did not have good commen sense. 

Upon cross- examination witness said 
—Never saw aoything in Guiteau to 
indicate that he could not distinguish 
between right and wrong, guilt and 
innocence, or to indicate that he would 
not be responsible for crime. Scoville 
noted several exceptions to the rulings 
of Judge Cox in favor of admission of 
these replies in evidence, They cre- 
ated quite a stir in the court-room, 
and seemed to stagger those about the 
defense table. 

The sister of the prisoner was par- 
ticularly affected, and in tones dis- 
tinctly caught by the reporter, said : 
„He has perjured himself, that is all 
there is about it.” 

Senator David Davis was sworn and 
Scoville proceeded to question him on 
political philosophy. The Senator 
was non committal on everything, 
continually demurred to the line of 
proceeding and was finally excused. 

Bailey, the Distriet Attorney's sten- 
ographer, was put upon the stand, 
and Guiteau became at once excited. 
He charged witness with coming to 
him as a New York Herald reporter, 
and tricking him into an interview, 
notes of which were used by thie 
District Attorney. Bayley afterwards 
made up areport from his notes for 
the New York Herald, and Guiteau 
wanted to know what he received for 
it. It was finally brought out that 
Bailey had been given $500. 

Scoville has made a sensation by 
summoning David Davis, Speaker 
Randall, Senater Bayard and Presi- 
dent Arthur. 


Daties of Bank Directors. 


Wasurneton, December 3. 
The Comptroller of Currency in his 
annual report, says the recent failure 


of the Merchants Bank in Newark has 
called attention of the public to the 
duties of Bank Directors and of Ex- 
aminers of National Banks. The du- 
ties of the Board of Directors is plainly 
defined, and however innoeent they 
may be of any intention to do wrong, 
they are responsible for the satety of 
funds committed to their care. If it 
can be shown that any of them had 
notice of illegal transactions, it is a 
serious question whetber they are not 
legally bound to make good the loss 
which may occur, and it is a question 
whether they are not also liable for 
losses which may occur from neglect 
of duty, even without notice. Exam- 
inations should be periodical!y made 
by a competent committee selected 
from the Board of Directors.

possess the peculiarities of blackleg. 
The first intimation of the ailment is 
the abrupt swelling ot the neck, fol- 
lowed by a sleepy, sickly appearance

The 
disease does its work quickly. The 
victim lives but a few days after it re- 
fuses to eat and drink. It seems to 
have been confined chiefly to th 
young cattle, but the statement that 
it affects only those in good order is 
incorrect.

n Treatment of Pinkeye. 

The equine disease, known as pink- 
eye, has already reached this region. 
The Rural Press recommends the fol- 
lowing treatment: Where a good 
veterinary surgeon can be had, he 
should be given charge of the animals. 
Not having one, give in the first 
stage of the disease a ball composed 
of four dr. of Barbadoes aloes, pow- 
dered nitrate of potash three dr, and 
powdered gentian five dr. Also give 
half the following drench the first day, 
repeating the second: Spirits of tur- 
pentine, four ounces, raw oil, twelve 
ounces; mix. The limbs sbould be 


rubbed with equal parts of spirits of |: 


camphor, aconite and laudanum, or 
with spirits alone, afterwards being 
bandaged. Steamed oats, bran, car- 
rots and apples, also grass, if it be 
available, make the best diet. Hand 
rubbing of limbs is good. Box 
stalls are best for these patients. 
lf the breathing is quickened, the fol- 
lowing drench three times a day will 
be necessary: Sweet spirits of nitre, 
spirits of camphor, of each two ounces, 
fluid extract of belladonna, one-half 
dram; fluid extract of foxglove, 20 
minims; water, one-half pint. It is 
well to dissolve in the drinking water 
one-half ounce of powdered salt nitre 
twice or thrice daily.
